TO MEET COMPETITION. 


«re» Adopted or the Whisky 


Combine. 


Cine AGO, April ST.—By the action ol 


a meeting of the directors of the Amer- 
ican Distillers'and Cattle Feeders' asso- 
ciation, held at the Auditorium hotel 
yesterday, It is more than probable that 
one of the most gigantic flgrhts ever wit- 
nessed In the whisky market has been 
Inaugurated. This action was the de- 
termination to issue bonds to meet the 
necessary expenses to buy out the pres- 
ent distributors of the company's prod- 
uct, and if this cannot be accomplished, 
then to make the company its own dis- 
tributor, and establish the plants 
throughout tbe country which such a 
step Involves. How much the amount 
will be cannot be exactly estimated. 
In fact, the gathering adjourned to 
meet again next Monday. 


There are however fifty-two distribu- 


tors, and the plants of some of these, 
according to Mr. Greenhut, would be 
valued from «300,000'to $300,000. There- 
fore it is pretty safe to assume that the 
bonds will be issued for any sum rang- 
ing from (10,000,000 to 115,000,000. 


Mr. Greenhut frankly acknowledged 


that the course now resolved upon is 
compulsory for the association of which 
he ia president to maintain Its position. 


Mr. Qreenhnt did not explain the ob- 


ject to which the loans on the bonds 
was to be devoted. The stockholders, 
however, gave the directors full power 
to deal with the suggestion in the man- 
ner which seemed to them best for the 
purpose. 


That the result o* the meeting will 


lead to a lengthy and bitter fight would 
seem inevitable. The combine's princi- 
pal opponents are: The American Dis- 
tilling Co. and the Globe distilling Co., 
Pekln, Ills.; a new distillery now being 
completed at Peoria, one at Belleville, 
two in St. Louis, the Wolfhouse, one 
about to open at Omaha, one in Union- 
town, Ky;, two at Cincinnati, one in 
Portsmouth, O., two in Louisville, one 
at Baltimore and one at Philadelphia. 


Even the number among those now 


running have an output of 30,000 bush- 
els, one-third of the trade of the com- 
bine. That their competition is by no 
means insignificant is shown by the ac- 
tion yesterday in reducing the price of 
spirits and alcohol by one.) cent per gal- 
lon, making it now (1.18. This was 
done, Mr. Greenhut admits, for the 
purpose of meeting the prices of the 
concerns named. 


Mr. Greenhut made the following 


statement after the meeting: "Our ac- 
tion has been rendered necessary by 
the conduct of the distributors in sell- 
ing at arbitrary profits. This reduced, 
our trade by enabling opposition distil* 
leries to undersell us. Of course the 
amount required for our purpose will 
be large, but it will lie raised. As to 
the general effect of our action, it will 
cheapen whisky. We have reduced onr 
price by one cent per gallon to-day. 
We did that just as we determined to 
issue bonds for the purpose of meeting 
competition."

Brer Known 


SPREADS DEiTHAID WOE IKOKLIHOMA 


Thirry-Three Person* Killed and Many 


Injured—The Destruction of Prop- 


any hi the Track oi thu Storm 


Complete. 


MOOBI. Okla», April ST.—Further re-' 


ports of the cyclone near here Tuesday 
multiply the horrors. The latest esti- 
mate is that thirty-three persons were 
killed and twenty-five injured. Thirty- 
six houses were swept away and 129. 
persons are left in destitute circum- 
stances. The identified dead are: 


Ed Johnsoa and three hired hands. 
John O'Connor, Jr.

It was about 5:30 p. m., that the peo- 


ple of 1'urcell, a town in tha Chlcka- 
saw nation, fifteen miles southwest of 
here, noticed a dark cloitd overhang- 
Ing the western sky, which began to 
send down' shoots like a carrot root. 
Several persons observed the formation 
of these clouds through «n field glass. 
Points projecting from the clouds 
slowly assumed a cylindric form then 
a conical, which very much resembled 
great funnels out of the ends of which 
destruction poured. Their course was 
from southwest to northeast and at 
first they moved slowly but seemed to 
gain force and rapidity us the points 
touched the earth. 


Passing northward and slightly to 


the east it crossed the South Canadian 
river, about midway between Purcell 
and Norman. Here it struck the thick- 
ly-settled portion of thin country, and 
only missed this town by about one 
mile. 


By this cyclone four persons were 


killed and several injured. 
Seven 


dwelling houses and two sohoolhouses 
were destroyed, besides machinery and 
stock 
and numerous outbuildings, 


fences and barns. 


An hour afterward another funnel- 


shaped cloud was seen approaching 
from the west which passed on the 
other side of the town, ite course being 
about' in the same direction as the 
other, but it had been formed several 
miles further off. 


This last and most destructive cy- 


clone passed about five miles west and 
north of Norman, through what is 
known as Ten-Mile flat, along the Ca- 
nadian river, the most prosperous agri- 
cultural district of the country. Its 
force was spent a few miles further 
north, when it reached the divide be- 
tween this place and Moore station. 


There were thirteen persons in John 


O'Connor's house, "and all of them were 
killed, except two, young George O'Con- 
nor and the hired man, Doyle, who es- 
caped, the latter with a broken arm. 
The house was a very substantial two- 
story frame, and not enough is left to 
tell where it once stood. 


The house of David Banks, living 


four miles north, was entirely de- 
stroyed. Himself and wife and a mar- 
ried daughter, Mrs. Hess, were killed, 
and three children dangerously in- 
jured. The dwelling of a family named 
Peavey, eight miles northeast, was de- 
stroyed, the father and one child killed, 
and the mother and two children badly 
hurt. 


The Sanders family, living two and a 


half miles south, were all badly hurt, 
and everything waa blown away. 


At Ed Johnson's ranch, In the Chlcka- 


saw nation, two hired men, named Suy- 
der and Love, were killed, and an- 
other, name unknown, is not expected 
to live. A little girl of one of the 
ranchers of the place was killed. Mr. 
Johnson was In town at the time, but 
his wife took the ohildron into the cel- 
lar, and they escaped Injury. 


The loss of stock and farming imple- 


ments is a serious oce. Absolutely 
nothing wa» left uninjured along the 
track of the last cyclone, which waa 
the severest ever witnessed. 


One of the O'Connor children and a 


chad of Mrs. Moroney were carried sev- 
eral mile* and eonll not. be found last 
night. The bodies ot John O'Connor 
and wife war* carried at least two 
miles by the wind. 


One brave woman, having no cave to 


go to, when *h« aaw tbj; ctorm comiag, 
took her two children and waded Into a 
pond near by, whan the water came to 
their neck*. They mm their home 
swept away, bat they mnained safe. 


There will be a general funeral at 


this plaee aad FnraaU to-morrow, when 
the unfortunate people will be burled. 


All buamaas waa practically sus- 


pended In town yesterday, and the peo- 
ple lamed out to help the unfortu- 
nates. leUcf •onunlttcuB are supplying 
raiment and taut.

• HUNTTNO THE "BIG HORN." 


' Aa CHd Trapper's Adventure Among taw 
Rocky Mountains. 


An old trapper who lived near the 


, head ot Green river once told me. when 
visiting- him at his camp late one Octo- 
ber about twenty years ago, of an ad- 
venture tbat occurred aomr tune previ- 
ously in hunting the "big horn" or 
Rocky mountain goat He had dieeov- 
ered in the course of his ramble* a fe- 
male lie«vy with young1, and he Jeter- 
mined to follow on her trail in order to 
discover where she would give birth to 
the kids, and. capture them for pets 
around his permanent cabin, as these 
animals are easily trained and' become 
very affectionate. He trailed her for 
more than a week, often having to go 
in his stocking feet, as cautiously as a 
cat after a mouse, in order not to fright- 
en her. At one time he was so close 
that he cut off the braas trimmings of 
his bueksin suit so that nothing would 
jingle and disturb the silence prevail- 
ing in the fastnesses of the snow- capped 
peaks. Atflsst he came upon, her bed, 
where she had brought forth two kids. 
It was near the summit of one of the 


, loftiest domes of the Wind river range, 
1 in a sort of shallow cave, two or three 
{ feet deep, in the side of a great rock, 
where the hole had been worn out by 
erosion. When he first came upon the 
kids they were about four days old, and 
were as lively aa crickets, jumping 
around and frisking like lambs in a 
green pasture. They were alone, their 
mother having gone off to graze upon 
the rough herbage of the stony ledge 
in the vicinity, but she was only a few 
hundred yards

but the soughing of the breeze through 
the low bushes that were thinly scat- 
tered over the barren mountains. She 
must have scented him, for, suddenly, 
before he could make a dash for the lit- 
tle ones, she raised her head. She was 
standing on the brink of an awful pre- 
cipice, made by the mountain having 
been split in two by one of those great 
convulsions of nature in the ages long 
past, evidences of which action are vis- 
ible everywhere in the great backbone 
of the continent. 


The gorge made by the cataclysm 


was only about ten feet wide at the 
top, but sheer two thousand to the bot- 
to a, the walls of the horrible canyon 
as perpendicular as a ship's mast and 
as smooth as glass; it made one dizzy 
to look over the edge. The gout had 
not as yet discovered the trapper, but, 
evidently suspecting that something 
was wrong, she walked slowly toward 
where he was scrambling to reach the 
Vair and capture the kids before she 
could arrive, for he was well aware the 
mother would show fight, and a fight 
of no mean order, as the horns of the 
animal are like a scimetar, and are used 
with a wonderful dexterity. 


He felt sure he could reach the mouth 


of the den before her, but he tvas mis- 
taken. She caught a glimpse of him 
and in an instant, filled with the cour- 
age of the maternal instinct, she was 
upon him and trying to thrust the 
sharp points of her crooked horns into 
his legs, in order to toss him over the 
preciptoe. The rocky trail on which he 
stood was narrow and slippery, and as 
he had foolishly left his rifle on the top 
of the "divide," a hundred yards behind 
him, and had no knife with him, he was 
in a bad predicament 


The goat was so enraged and so solic- 


itous for the safety of her offspring, 
that she was almost as dangerous as a 
Jersey bull. The trapper fought her 
off as well as he could with his hands, 
but he had all he was able to do in 
keeping her from tumbling him over 
the awful canyon. 


Her kids by this time bad ventured 


out ou the brink where their mother 
was interesting the old trapper, and 
the moment she saw them she left her 
enemy, evidently intent on getting 
them out of the way. She ran back- 
ward and forward from them to the 
brink of the precipice several times, as 
if trying to impress upon them that 
their only safety lay in flight.

RACES IN THE AIR. 


Bird* 1'ntlMd For Speed and the M«n Who 


Tfmln Them. 


The breeding and flying of homing 


pigeons has lately taken a fresh impe- 
tus in Washington, and it is safe to say 
•that before another year this city will 
take its place among the best racing 
citiea in the country. Homing pigeona 
have been bred as a means of commuui* 
cation for many hundreds of years, anc 
history tolls of many strange stories o: 
this wonderful bird. A noteworthy use 
of the homer as postmen was made at 
the time of the siege of Paris. A strip 
of papar ten inches long by a trifle over 
two inches wide was rolled up inside a 
large turkey quill and secured to thu 
tail of the pigeon. The whole thing 
only weighed about sixteen grains, yel 
the paper contained over one million 
words. These were put on. • the paper 
by a process known as microphotogra* 
phy. By this means messages were 
sent regularly from the beleagured 
city. 


The present species of bird originally 


came from Belgium and for many years 
that country has been the chief place 
of abode of the true homer. 


But what is a true homer? What are 


its distinctive peculiarities and how are 
they bred? These are the questions a 
reporter of the Star endeavored to have 
answered a few days ago and this ia 
tbe result: The shape of the bird re- 
sembles that of a common blue-rock 
pigeon, with the exception of'a very 
full aad wide breast and a capacious 
skull The eyes are wide apart and 
prominent, with a deep-orange pupiL 
The beak is thick and usually black, 
although 
this 
differs 
in 
some 


birds. 
The wings of the homer 


are more powerful than 
those of 


any other pigeon species and form one 
of the distinctive features of the bird. 
Bach wing contains ten long feathers, 
set close together. These are known 
among pigeon-breeders as flight feath 
era and go a long ways toward increas- 
ing the speed of the bird. The tail is 
the most important portion of the bird, 
for it is here the messages are attached. 
There are usually twelve feathers in 
the tail and they should be small and 
well made, possessing great elasticity 
and strung close together. The homer 
is truly a domestic bird and its love for 
home is remarkable. Many people^ con- 
tend that this love of home is only ap- 
parent after the bird has had young, 
but there are many instances where old 
birds have been taken from their homes 
and raised young in another loft, yet 
when once liberated they left their off- 
spring and returned to their old home. 
Another peculiarity of the homer is that 
when once it selects a perch it never 
leave-* it and will fight hard to maiu- 
tain its rights. Homers are bred these 
days for racing1. That is several fan- 
ciers get together and wager large sums 
that their respective birds will beat 
others home when liberated at a dis- 
tance. 


Just at this season of the year the 


racing pigeon, like the rape horse, is 
being zealously trained for the spring 
races. There are two classes iu which 
the birds compete. One is for old birds, 
while the other is for young ones. Con- 
siderable pains are necessary to proper- 
ly train a bird for a race, and every day 
the fanciers may be seen boarding 
trains with huge baskets filled with 
birds The young birds after they have 
learned to fly about the loft are taken 
a short distance away and liberated. 
The next day this distance is aug- 
mented and so on until they have tra- 
versed a distance equal to the race ID 
which they are to compete. The bas- 
ket iu which the pigeons are trans- 
ported is of a peculiar device, and so ar« 
ranged as not to interfere with the 
free movement of their bodies. A large 
wicker basket, built especially for the 
purpose, is usually employed. It is 
provided with four or more apartments 
and in theae the bmis may be shipped 
many miles without danger. The day 
ou which the birds are liberated should 
be clear and the birds kept without 
fncd for at least twenty-four hours. Iu 
liberating birds care should be taken to 
avoid a place near any high buildings, 
for the birds are tempted to light and 
this is considered very bad practice for 
young racers. 
When a bird is liberated 


Lt is thrown up from the hand, care be- 
ing taken that none of the feathers are 
disarranged or ruffied. 


Many peculiar deviues are employed 


for refristerinif the return of a bird. 
For instance, there is the eiectrictrical 
ylaUot m which is set on two sensitive 
springs autl regfsters automatically by 
riuging a beli ia the breeder's house 
the moment a bird alights. Perhaps 
the most unique arrangement of all is 
that wliioh by the use of a camera in 
whi.-h a hineed platform operates a 


itcr. the bird's picture is taken the 


nor-.cut it alights upon the platform. 


this device is rarely if ever used, 


for the reason that in any other but 
bright, sunshiny weather it will not 
work. —Washington Star.

BRAZILIAN INDIANS. 


Charaeterlitla and customs of Some of «he 


South Amerlenn Trtke*. 


Brazilian Indians are said to be about 


the ugliest human beings on the face 
of the earth, not excepting the "Dig- 
gers" of lower California and the tribes 
of Terra del Fuego. Tbe Botocndoa, 
who are most noted, have advanced far 
enough to till small- patches of land, 
live in huts, raise cattle and weave mats 
(or sale. The Portuguese gave them 
their singular name from the word 
botogue, meaning a bairel-bnng—from 
their habit of wearing large, round 
disks of wood in their ears and under 
lips. This fashion used to go so far 
that in middle life many of them had 
stiff under lips projecting five or six 
inches, holding a plug as big as the top 
of a coifee cup. Of late years the cus- 
tom is mostly discontinued but both 
sexes still go perfectly naked, except 
those living tn the near neighborhood 
»f white settlements. Themen varnish 
themselves all over with bright yellow 
paint made from the bark and gum of a 
species of palm; and the women "dress 
up" as some civilized ladles do, by ap- 
plying a few streaks of whiie and 
red to their faces, arms and bosoms. 
Though many of the Botocudos are 
now practiiMtllycivilized, weareassured 
that those of the far interior are yet 
cannibals to the extent of eating their 
captives taken in war. Like the Greeks 
of the Homeric age, they consider it 
the greatest of evils to lie nnburled 
after death; so they delight in making 
flutes and trumpets of their enemies' 
bones. I have the questionable pleas- 
ure of owning one of these ghastly 
trophies, which has five holes and is or- 
namented with tufts of red and yellow 
feathers 
attached to the bone by 


strings; but it requires somebody more 
courageous than your correspondent to 
test its value as a musical instrument 
by personal experiment 


There is another Brazilian tribe, 


whose nauie I do not remember, who 
are an almost exact counterpart of the. 
Pueblos of Mexico and Arizona—sim- 
ple, peaceful and industrious. They 
live "near the coast, and are doubtless1 
descendants of those Pinzon and other 
early voyagers first encountered. But 
unfortunately they are few in number 
and rapidly dying out, for among their 
fierce neighbors 
the "turn 
unto 


him the other cheek also" princi- 
ple is disastrous to life and prop- 
erty. 
There are 
many 
scattered 


tribes of unreclaimed savages, most of 
whom are wandering cannibals and all 
implacably hostile. Perhaps the most 
interesting among these (at safe dis- 
tance) are the Mundrucus, or "Behead- 
era," who, with their allies, are said to 
number between twenty and thirty 
thousand. They live up the Madura 
Tapajos, Kio Negro, and other tributa- 
ries of the Amazon, in palm-leaf huts 
set around a central malocca—the latter 
not the dwelling of a chief, as might be 
supposed, but rather a grand council 
chamber, fortress, arsenal, and general 
pow-wow room. Iu it are deposited 
those horrible trophies—the preserved 
heads of their enemies—which have 
given to the Mundrucus their terrible 
titleof "Beheaders." Unlike the Jiveros 
of southeastern Ecuador, they do not 
extract the skull, but by some savage 
process of embalming keep the cranial 
relic as nearly entire as possible,iMert- 
ing false eyes, mode of bits of shell or 
polished quartz, the long hair combed 
out and carefully decorated with strings 
of rockcock and macaw feathers, feath- 
er earrings in the ears,and dyed strings 
passed through the tongue by which 
to suspend it 
from 
the rafters. 


In 
peaceful 
times 
hundreds 
of 


these are ranged around the walls of 
the molocca or set in rows around the 
mandioca fields to keep the ghosts away 
that might otherwise injure the grow- 
ing food; and on warlike and festive 
occasions they are trotted out on the 
points of the warriors' spears. Strange 
to say, the Dyaks of Borneo have a sim- 
ilar custom of preserving their enemies' 
head, and are provided with blow-guns, 
almost identical with those of South 
Americans. 


Like most other Amazonian Indians, 


the Mnndrucus cultivate a little man- 
dioca, corn and plantains. They know 
how to prepare farina meal from the 
mandioca, and also to brew a sort of in- 
toxicant resembling chicha. They have 
gourd vessels, some of them quaintly 
carved, rude pots of baked clay and 
utensils of wood and stone. Their ca- 
noes are hollowed tree trunks, aod be- 
sides the blow-guns for killing birds, 
they have bamboo spears with poisoned 
points, and arrows tipped with the 
leodly curare. By the way, the latter 
is now generally conceded to be neither 
a vegetable poison nor the venom ol 
serpents, as was formerly supposed, but 
the putrid matter from decayed human 
bodies, the arrows being stuck into a 
festering corpse and left until soaked 
full of the deadliest poison known.— 
Fannie B. Ward, in Chicago Inter Ocean.

To the Board or Supervisors 
The question hah been submitted to me for 
my opinion as to whether under the law there 
should bo separate seals kept by the county 
clerk, one .ib u seal of the county and the other 
i a seal of the county clerk. 
Under suctions 33 and 23, chapter 34 of the 


revised Matutes, every county IQ this state la 
made a body politic, or corporate and the pow- 
ers of each cewnty as a body corporate or poli- 
tic in countlufi untfer township organisation. 
is vested In a board or supervisors. 
By clupter 35 of the revised statute, the 
coimtv clerk Is made a clerk of the board of 
luiiervlsors, and as such clerk, by section & ol 
jafd chapter, he IB made a keeper ot the seal 
of the county, and as such keeper he Is directed 
to use the name in all cases where beta required 
to use aii official seal 
Section 114 of chapter 37 ot the revised statu- 
tes creates a court known as the county court, 
and It IK provided that said court have a seal, 


And by section 2 Chapter ffi of the revised 
statutes the county clerk Is made clerk of toe 
county (ourt or their respective counties, 
Under the law whenever It IB required to 
procure authentic copies of the proceedings of 
ward ol supervisors as a board, or authentic 
copies of the acts of tfte county ae a county, 
such copies must bear the official seal ot the 
county -is abody politic or corporate. 
When authentic copies ol the record of the 
county court are required for any purpose 
such copies must be under the seal ol sucto 
court ah a court. 
In my opinion the county of Macon as a body 
politic or corporation Is rot the same, and Is 
entirety separate and distinct from the county 
court an an organized body, and that the seal 
required by law for such court la not the same 
aeal required ab a county seal and used for 
county purposes.
